{cal scenes of two hundréd years ago 
when Montreal was but a little vil- 
Jage defended by a few Frenchmen 
against the constant onslaught of the 
bloodthirsty Indians of the Iroquots 
tribe who looked upon the French 
settlers as wsurpers and were deter- 
mined to wipe them out if it were at 
all possible. It was the story of the 
gallant defence of Dollard des Arm- 
eaux and his sixteen heroes retold in 
realistic form at Johnson's Point only 
& short distance from the actual spot 
where this thrilling episode took place 
in 1660. The hundreds of real In- 
Glans, relics of the Iroquois tribe were 
present in {$1 warpaint armed with 
ancient weapons of various kinds, par 
ticularly the arrows, some poisoned.

monstrating that they were ready to 
sacrifice their “ives to save the vil 
lage Thus they set out and twenty 
miles from Montreal erected a stock- 
ade, awaiting the coming of the In- 
dians. They were joined by forty 
three Algonquins who were a friendly 
tribe to the Frenchmen and togethé: 
they defended the stockade to the 
death. The approach of the Indians 
Was realistic and made spectators feel 
creepy but were happy to know that 
it was a civilised country. The war- 
ery of the attackers sounded and re- 
sounded like a death knell on the lit- 
te defending band. Ouce, nay, twice 
were the Indians gajlantly repulsed 
with little loss to the defenders, but 
the friendly Indians lost courage and 
deserted thelr comrades and joined 
the attacking force. Flaming arrows 
and spears and poisoned arrows were 
flying in many directions towards the 
stockade and {ft was a real wonder 
how everybody escaped injury in such 
a realistic performance. The last 
stand was great but disastrous to the 
heroes, The defenders prepared a 
gun for discharging on the attackers 
and it. was rammed tight with powder. 
When ‘hoisting it to the top of the 
etockade it fell back and exploded 
with terrific force killing most of the 
little band. In the meantime the 
stockade caught fire and it was a most 
thrilling sight. The burning of the 
stockade, the falling of the gate, and 
the great onrush of hundreds of In- 
dians to finish those surviving was a 
repetition almost lifelike to what act- 
ually occurred, and the scalping wa's 
a completion of a scene which was 
heartrending, but fine from a stage 
point of view. The Indians danced 
round in great jubilation at the des- 
truction of the Fyrench. But this 
is only one of the stirring incidents 
that will be depicted for the moving 
picture patrons by ‘this company. The 
pictures will be unloaded very shortly | —— 
and theatre goers will have an oppor- 
tunity of realising to the full the de- 
fence of the early settlers of Canada 
and the stand they made against the 
bloodthirsty Indians.

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“A POSSIBLE BASEBALL FEAT. 


| Pitcher Might Strike Out Fifty-feur 
Men tn One Game. 

So frequently has the question “Is it 
possible for a pitcher to be credited 
with more than three strikeouts to 
an inning?” been addressed to the 
sporting editor that an extended cal- 
culation was recently made as to. the 
number of strikeouts a pitcher could 
score ip a game and shut out the op. 
postng team. ‘This was suggested by. 
a note that appeared reading, “What is 
the largest number of strikeouts with 
which a pitcher can be credited In any 
game of nine inniugs and at the same 
time score a shutout?" The answer was 
“Fifty-four,” which answer is correct. 

To this a superannuated alleged ex- 
pert, a man who made binself deaf 
knocking others, came back tu this ef- 
fect: 

“Since we have followed baseball we 
have yet to see the time when @ pitcher 
can strike out ‘fifty-four players. 
Iwenty-seven strikeouts are as.much 
as ‘a’ pitcher can do In any game of 
baseball in this country, At least we 
| bave not heard of any ruling which 
changes the number of ovts required 
for one Inning from three to aix.” 

Here's the explanation; It will bave 
to be admitted that twenty-seven put- 
outs are all that are legally required to 
retire an opponent fn vine innings, but 
that isn't the proposition. Under. the 
scoring rules that obtain in these mod- 
ern days of baseball, a pitcher is cred- 


ited with a strikeout even if the catch- 
* er misses the third strike. 

In other words, errors by the catcher 
could Oil the bases, while at the same 
time the pitcher would be credited 
witb a strikeout against each batter. 

| By retiring three otber batters ov 
| strikes, with the catcher squeezing the 
| ball real hard ty each instance, the 
pitecber would be credited with six 
strikeouts to the inning. Six times nine 
is suid to make Gfty-four.—New, York 
World.

many districts farther south. 
‘We have inexhaustible coal de; 
posits and natural. gas and 
fields, as yet unknown in ex 
tent or production. The Can; 
adian Rockies, west of Edimon 
ton, will supply the needed min, 
eral and building materials. I 
the north and west we ha 
immense forests. Our lak 
and rivers are capable of 
enormous development fo 
power purposes, besides supply; 
ing an abundancé of food a 
game fishes, and our fo 
and prairies are full of big a 
smail game of all kinds. 

“But all this is yet undevel- 
Oped and unused. Fortunes 
are made so rapidly that it is 
discoureging to the average 
mind to think of earning mon- 
ey by the ordinary pursuits. 
Men gamble on the chances of 
becoming wealthy on a single 
crop of grain, or the purchase 
of city real estate or proving 
up a homestead. If reasonable 
industry were coupled with 
tried-out methodsand principles 
the foundation would be laid for 
progress and perpetual pros- 
perity. : 

If natural products of the na- 
tive soil were‘utilized by graz- 
ing and feeding livestock there 
would be a saving of millions 
of dollars annually. Good land 
in Central Alberta may be 
bought at from %5.00 to #25.00 
an acre that will keep as much 
stock for acre as land, costing 
from $75 to $200 an acre, any- 
whereonthecontinent. Allkinds 
of livestock can be raised here 
for less money than in the 
more thickly populated  com- 
niunities, because the land in- 
vestment is a great deal less 
jand the fact that no taxes are 
levied upon improvements or 
personal propety. The single 
|tax is in operation throughout 
the province. 

“We can raise livestock here 
and undersell the local growers 
there and yet make money, but 
the truth is weare buying the 
products of western farms, at a 
higher cost and shipping them 
here and selling at a profit to 
the western farmers. This is 
contrary te business economy, 
‘but it is unavoidable, because 
the western farmers do not pro- 
duce enough to supply the de- 
mand. This is the cause of the 
high cost of living everywhere. 

“We want farmers who are 
producers, not squatters. This 
means more consumers, and ag 
a result ull lines of trade would 
benefit thereby..Too many 
men come here as farmers and 
storekeepers who are merely 
squatters, waiting for the un- 
avoidable natural increment of 
values to make them rich, 
They are a menace rather than 
a benefit to the country, no 
matter how much eapital they 
bring with them, for the reason 
that they do not produce any- 
thing. We need thousands of 
earnest and ambitious men and 
women, who know how to grow 
grain, grasses and roots ; wha 
understand how to milk a cow, 
set a hen and feed pigs and 
calves and sheep. We have 
everything else.” : 

Emphasizing another point, 
Mr. Brown said the native 
grasses thathave gone to waste 
in the Edmonton district this.

them from 2,000 to 3,000 miles 
and selling them to people who 
could and should grow them 
here, and send the surplus to 
the eastern niarkets at a profit. 
We are buying crackers and 
biscuits, canned vegetables and 
preserves and candies made in 
the East and freighting them 
2,000 or more miles, to sell to 
people who raise the best wheat 
and vegetables and small fruits 
on earth. 

“We should make the crack- 
ers and biscuits where the wheat 
grows, instead of paying freight 
both ways on ourown products. 
We need factories of large and 
small capacity and men who 
understand how to manufac- 
ture quality products. The 
markets are established, the 
people have money and un- 
doubtedly preference would be 
given to home manufactured 
goods, other things being equal. 
It isthe same in many other 
lines of industry and trade. 

“In the development pf the 
country we produce wealth and 
at the same time the land 
inereases in value, so that in a 
new country, such as Gentral 
Alberta is, we receive adequate 
compeneation for our labor, in 
addition to the gift of natural 
increment. But in the first 
stages,as we are now exper- 
iencing in Edmonton ‘and the 
tributary distriet, the people 
become land crazy arid every- 
ope has a mania..to acquire all 
he can possibly handle, and as 
a result’ the. vatural resources 
are neglected, if’ not actually 
wasted. However, time will 
teach us to use. and conserve 
these priceless gifts in natural 
resources,” |
